Meanwhile our shooting had stopped 
as tho hydroplane was now near our 
blind and the ducks, of course,-Kept 
away to the southward. After a short 
wait, the motor was started, the-plane 
skimmed along the water and .slowly 
raised, in the air. Turning around, 
the plain returned, not over 75 feet 
high, and' when' it passed- over our 
blind the pilot'dropped a eplendi 
canvasback with such accuracy that i 
landed

dicatlon that they had more than their 
share of ducks. 
As the sun began to dip low In the 
west, the-natural flight of the ducks 
commenced, and we had the best sport 
of all.
